Benefits of Labor 


(By the Associated Press) 
McAl e s t e r , Dec. 19.— It’s go­ 
ing to be a right merry Christmas 
in Pittsburg county’s mine 
fields. 
More than $300,000 will be dis­ 
tributed to the 2,500 coal miners in 
wages during December. 
There have been years— many of 
them— when all or nearly all of the 
Pittsburg mines were shut down 
during December and 
Christmas 
was anything but a merry season 
for the miners and their families. 
It was then the little stockings were 
empty 
on 
Christmas 
mornings; 
there was scarcely enough to feed 
the miner and his family and not 
infrequently they were hungry 
at 
Yuletide. 
But this year, although the min­ 
ers have not been working to ca­ 
pacity the 2,500 miners probably 
will put in from 16 to 20 days dur­ 
ing December, receiving an average 
of $7.50 a day.

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HOME OWNERSHIP CURES RADICALISM. 
• 
The late Dr. Knapp said: “A prosperous, intelligent and 
contented rural population is essential to our National pros- 
perity." 
Nothing makes for better citizenship than owning your 
own home. This is true in cities as well* as in rural districts. 
The laboring man, the clerk or office manager who owns 
a modest cottage, even though it be located on a small lot 
and surrounded by more imposing buildings, takes a pride 
in his city and is jealous of its reputation. He feels that he 
is a citizen with responsibilities. 
In the country, the farmers who own and operate farms 
are the responsible citizens. No tenant, no matter how well 
educated, can possibly take the interest in the welface of 
the community that he who pays the taxes does. He is here 
today and gone tomorrow. Why should he be interested in 
good roads, in good schools or community progress? There 
is no reason why he should unless he proves to be one of 
those rare tenants who finds it to his advantage to stay on 
the same farm or in the same community for a period of 
years. 
• 
"Home owning is not always profitable in a material 
way. Oftentimes renters get more dollars for a season’s work 
than does the man who tills his own farm, but the man who 
owns his home and the acres which he tills receives as com­ 
pensation many things that a renter has never had the op­ 
portunity to enjoy. There is the pleasure of anticipation, the 
joy of planning for the future in building up the productive­ 
ness of the soil, and contentment in the knowledge that no 
man can tell him what to plant and when. He is an indepen­ 
dent citizen, Sud in the,majority of cases, 
finds 
it 
more 
profitable to be his own landlord than in working for others. 
Only those who have undertaken to buy and pay for more 
land than they should, who are undercapitalized, find home 
owning a burden. Go the length and breadth o fthe land, and 
the man who owns a small farm and has it paid for, is the 
most contented citizen of the community in which he lives. 
—Farm and Ranch. 


The Sailstad-Anderson case in Wisconsin is just another 
of the hundreds of violations of the civil and moral law for 
which the transgressors must pay. For the love of the Ander­ 
son girl Sailstad gave up his high standing as 
a 
business 
man, deserted his family and seeking to obliterate his own 
existence, so far as the world knew, robbed a grave of its 
occupant, burned a cottage over it and fled with the girl 
who shared his guilt. With a view of easing his conscience 
over deserting his family he insured his life heavily so that 
his wife and children might not be brought to want. He ami 
the Anderson girl wandered for nearly three years over the 
United Stales, always haunted with the memory^ of what 
they had done and by a fear of being found by the long arm 
of the law. This finally happened although it was generally 
believed that Sailstad was dead. The whole sordid affair has 
ended in the prison and when the pair are at length set free 
life will have very little to offer them. To beat back wfll 
not be an easy matter for either, for their transgression was 
too great to be passed over lightly. The person who seeks to 
trample rough shod on the moral and civil laws seldom gets 
away with it. He is fighting against odds that are too heavy 
for the ordinary human being to overcome. 
----------------o---------------- 
The New York §tock broker who is 
retiring 
with a 
couple of million to indulge in his hobby, running a news­ 
paper, will likely be a wiser and perhaps poorer man. He 
admits that he is not a newspaper man but has his ideas of 
how a paper should be run. A good many others are just 
like him and the newspapers come in for a lot of criticism 
from people of this Jfind. When the New Yorker has tried 
his ha lid1* at the game for a year or two his views are likely 
to undergo a decided change. It is human nature for those 
gathered around by big open fire place to think they know 
more about how the fire should be stirred with the poker 
than the fellow who is wielding the poker at the time. 


HARDEN OARS GERMAN HCLBR8 
(Chickasha Express) 
Maximilian Harden, the brilliant 
German journalist, has no more ad­ 
miration for the democratic rulers 
oi bls country than he had for His 
Imperial Highness, Wilhelm 
Ho- 
henzollern. Alway* a bluet critic of 
men and measures, in a new book, 
which was recently published 
in 
Berlin, Harden raps the post-war 
statesmen of Germany no fess mer­ 
cilessly than he did the kaiser. A 
good sample of his satire is found 
la his characterization 01 the last 
of the Hohenzollerns as the “ Ko- 
dak-Kaiset, 
the 
FUm-Jmperator, 
who wae more timid than Nero but 
worshippeda s one of the miracles 
oi the world, who succeeded in the 
space of thirty years in losing all 
•that the Hohenzollerns had gained 
since Frederick the Great and in 
reducing to ashes the proud struc­ 
ture of the German empire.*’ 
The main charge which Harden 
lodges against the various demo­ 
cratic administrations in Germany 
is incompetency, and he 
declares 
that each has been worse than its 
predecessor. To quote the language 
of a New Yofk times reviewer, he 
asserts that the ruling powers of 
hie country have been guilty of in­ 
competency floundering and blun­ 
dering scarcely paralleled in his­ 
tory. “Opera bouffe, pitiful bung­ 
ling coupled with disgraceful men­ 
dacity,” is the way Harden puts it. 
The policies of currency 
inflation 
and passive resistance are condemn­ 
ed as utterly foolish and destruc­ 
tive. 
Prominent among 
the 
counts 
which Harden files against German 
statesmen is what 
he 
calls 
the 
‘‘hush-hush’’ policy, whereby 
tho 
German people have been deceived 
since the war just as they were 
while the gigantic struggle was go­ 
ing on. “We arc lied to today as in 
wartime,*’ he says. And in order 
that the people may be kept blind­ 
ed to the deception, they are re­ 
galed with constant abuse of France 
As a m atter of fact, Harden points 
out, ‘‘what France is doing today 
does not materially 
differ 
from 
what Germany did after the war of 
1870. Germany then occupied French 
soil until the last centime of the 
indemnity had been paid, and 6,- 
000.000,000 francs were more than 
three times as much as Germany’s 
entire war costs. But what a dif­ 
ference between the policy of ful­ 
fillment of the French of that time 
and the policy of subterfuge adopt­ 
ed by the Germany of today” 
As a road out of the present 
state of confusion on the conti­ 
nent, Harden 
suggests 
“economic 
collaboration between France, Ger­ 
many and Balgium.” The great in­ 
dustrial region of Germany, where 
lie rich store of coal and ore, be 
would have “treated rationally as 
the economic unit which it was des­ 
tined to be. without regard to po­ 
litical frontiers, drawn by dynastic 
jealousy or 
diplomatic 
intrigue," 
and thus Jhelp both Germany aud 
France to recover. The remedy pro­ 
posed may be highly chimerical, but 
at any rate Harden must be given 
credit for giving a suggestion that 
looks to constructive effort. 


Thousands Attend Industrial 
Schools to Become Better 
Adapt in Trade. 


(Bg UM Associated Press) 
1 OKLAHOMA CITY, 
Dec. 
20.— 
-More than 2,000 persons are 
en 
ironed in the night schools com pet­ 
ed by the trades and industry; di­ 
vision of the Oklahoma state vo­ 
cational board. 
Oklahoma City leads in the num­ 
ber of persons who are seeking to 
become better acquainted with the 
I work in which they are engaged, 
as approximately 2,000 are mein- 
ber* of the trades and industries 
classes here, according to 
A. 
H. 
Abbott, head of that division. In 
Tulsa there are 1.700 in the night 
classer. In several places more than 
200 are enrolled, Mr. Abbott said. 
Only those who have not had the 
advantage of college training are 
{eligible to take work in the trades 
and 
industries classes, the direc­ 
tor said. 
“Tile work is for the man and 
woman, who not having had the 
opportunity to acquire a technical 
knowledge, are willing to give a 
few nights a week to class work 
in their particular field, “Mr. Ab­ 
bott declared. 
The classes are organized by the 
board and half of the instructor's 
fees are paid by the state orga­ 
nization, he said. Persons thorough­ 
ly competent, many of them execu­ 
tives in their work, are secured to 
teach the classes. 
“A mining engineer instructs one 
of the classes in mine gases and 
elementary mining engineering prob 
louis at Henryetta, 
“ Mr. 
Abbott 
said. “ In this way the miners, mem­ 
bers of the class, are enabled to put 
into practice? the things they have 
learn PG from the engineer the night 
before.” 
The night schools are becoming 
! increasingly popular in the mining 
communities of the state, he de­ 
clared. 
Any ten or more persons in a 
trade or industry may be organiz­ 
ed into a class and provided with 
an instructor, 
according 
to 
toe 
rules governing the vocation board. 


Wagoner County in * 
Fight to Decrease y « 
Illiterary Subjects 


WAGONER, O k la ./ Dec. 
19.— 
Wagoner county 
has 
launched 
a 
drive against illiteracy which has 
already enrolled more than 300 of 
the county’s 1,100 illiterates in ‘op­ 
portunity schools.” 
Under the direction of John 
C. 
Weaver, county superintendent of 
schools, 
25 “opportunity schtols” 
have been opened in the % county 
and others are to be opened im­ 
mediately. Fifteen of these are for 
whites and IO for ngroes. 
Womens* clubs, the American Le­ 
gion, civic organizations and the 
teachers of the county are enthus­ 
iastically behind the war on illit­ 
eracy, Superintendent Weaver said. 
He declared that Wagoner county 
will be free of illiterates by 
the 
end of 1924. The 1920 census gave 
Wagoner county 1,136 illiterates, a 
reduction pl 400 in ten years. 
The “opportunity” 
or 
“ moon­ 
light” schools are open 
only 
to 
those who cannot read or 
write. 
They are held in rural 
or 
city 
schools, churches and private 
res­ 
idences and the teachers are vol­ 
unteers •.rom the county educa':or’s 
ranks or primate citizens.

Health Conditions 
for State Showing 
Optimism for Year 


OKLAHOMA CITY, 
Dec. 
21.— 
Oklahoma is healthier 
this 
year 
than last, marked reduction in the 
number of deaths from typhoid fe­ 
wer, diptheria and smallpox, during 
the past eleven months is shown in 
a bulletin issued by the Oklahoma 
state board of health. 
Although Oklahoma endured two 
disastrous floods during 1923, the 
mortality from typhoid fever, which 
usually follows in the area swept 
by the flood waters, was 238 up to 
December I, while during 1922 it 
was 297, the board of health report­ 
ed. Up to December lthis year 106 
deaths frog: diptheria were report­ 
ed to the board while last year the 
mortality was 269. Smallpox killed 
125 persons in 1922, according to 
I he health board records, and on 
December I this year but six deaths 
in Oklahoma were traceable to the 
same disease. 
It will be seen from the figures 
that the death rate from these dis­ 
ease^ bas. in receut years been ma­ 
terially reduced, although the pop­ 
ulation has; been 
increased,*’ 
the 
bulletin declares. 
The reason for this is the in­ 
creasing popularity of immunisation 
and vaccination, the board explains. 
The board of health inaugurated 
its first campaign against typhoid, 
smallpox and diptheria 
in 
1920 
and “ we are willing to leave it to 
the 
people of the state 
whether 
any good has resulted from such 
campaigns,” the board declared.
